The minimum Wage Is $1.75 per hour for eidployees 17 
years of age and over and $1.50 for those under 17, 

In addition to the eight general holidays granted per 
year [New Year's, Good Friday, Victoria Day, Rejnenibrance Day 
and Christmas Day) each person Is entitled to two weeks paid! v Hl 
vacation and the pay must be equal to at least 4£ of their an 
oual salary. 

Salary differences based upon sex are not allowed where emplo-. 
yees are performing tasks calling for similar effort and respoosf- 
bfTIty, Maternity leave may he granted to an employee after one or 
iresro years of service. Dismissal or layoff because of pregnancy is 
prohibited. 

When an employment is temrlhated, at least two weeks notice most 
be given In writing, or pay in lfeu of notice must be given to an em¬ 
ployee with at least three months service. Those with five years sor* 

Vice or more are'entitled to sevarence pay of two days pay for each yea 
of service up to a maximum of 40 years. 

The Code applies to all undertakings, businesses or works under the 
legislative authority of the Federal Government. Briefly these include 
Banks, Radio and Television and Cablevision broadcasting, rnterprovincial 
and International transport systems, and so on. Those not covered by the Cod£ 
shoulc contact the GuGb&c Department of Labour and Manpower, £?55 CrGmazie E.

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The Montreal Prescription Counselling 
Service* presently a Local Initiatives 
Project pf th« Federal Government, has 
been trying to dig Out the facts Which 
surreund qr-d confuse toe issue of high 
prescription drug costs. The things Mb 
have been able to find out add up to a 
consumer's nightmare. This is an area 
where a “captive market" has effectively 
been prevented from straying from set 
patterns. The root of this particular 
evil lies with the dreg manufacturing 
timpani es that have one of the highest 
profit margins of any industries. The 
trnghle doesn't sirply stop there* how¬ 
ever, but pervades the whole System, in¬ 
cluding the pharmacist* doctor, consumer 
and government bureaus. 

To radically change We overall system 
for the better would involve strong go- 
vemment legislation* something which is 
difficult to foresee in tfte near future - 
There is a great deal, however, which can 
be done,on a local level* to ho Ip the con- 
SLt-er in bis irmedlato situation, After 
several months of digging up tacts and 
figures* this Is what M.FJC.S, has just 
begun to do, Unfortunately, L.i.P. grants 
being wrat they are, we have only a few 
weeks left to do it in. Unless future 
funding makes itself available (O.F.Y. 
ha? refused), the results of our work 
will gather dust, in a file cabinet some¬ 
where, and sometime in the future, some- 
ore else is going to start all over again 
from scratch, trying to figure this whole 
thing out..

Terry Riley, Jordan Belson, Stan _ 
Vanderbeek and Tom Dewitt, all inde-^ 
pendent American film artists, get 
lengthy write-ups. I've been trying 
to follow the erratic path of new cl- 
nema, so I really freaked when too 
McGill Society of Graduates sponsored 
a festival of short new films in ear* 
ly April. 

The series, billed as the Kinetic 
Art Festival, didn't live up to my 
expectations. Despite the Impressive 
program of 24 films from eight coun¬ 
tries and rave media coverage, only 
half were good* and a handful broke 
mto new celluloid territory. 

The first of three evenings proved 
promising* MUSIC WITH BALLS by Terry 
Riley opened the Festival. It is a 
beautiful, hypnotic synthesis of mu¬ 
sic and video-generated colour* As 
RiTey plays the saxophone, electroni¬ 
cally enhanced by recording, delayed 
and oscillating time cycles, giant 
spheres on long wires revolve"around 
the set. Using facilities at KQED, 
the Frisco N.eLt. station, the musi¬ 
cian and sphere sculptor Arlo Acton 
re-worked the color video tape employ¬ 
ing a technique known as matting {whe¬ 
reby an image is turned into a silhou¬ 
ette while another image is projec¬ 
ted inside df it.) [ approached the 
film, intellectually» but was soon 
completely absorbed by the rhythmri c 
motion and flowing colour, Youngblood 

describes it like this_"Acoustical, 

physical, and video space become one 
electronic experience unlike anything 
the cinema has ever known. 11 

Another visual feast is EGO, an 
animated journey into an Rssgmbly- 
line weaker's head. Bruno Bozzetto 
paints a terrifying portrait of a 
mild-mannered man who Is transformed 
into a contemporary Moloch lashing 
out. at It's wife, family and populace 
in his dream-world. The sub-conscious 
setting allows the artist the f ulI 
range of animated effects...photo 
montage, colourwash, McLaren-type 
painting on film stock as well *s line 
drawings and cell animation. 

In the student production, LA 
Of VINA, by L 3 hn O'Connor, tight 


angIes 

haze filters combine to create a 
Dante's Inferno. Blackened pools of 
water slosh about dull and bright 
armor, as steam clouds the scene, In 
the last few frames, we see this 
product of Hell* a shiny black 
Cadillac ascend to Heaven from a car 
wash flanked by medieval arcii-angels. . 

S.H,E t , a costly spoof of Godard's^ 
-Weekend, and the JOINT, the story of- 
ati AlT-’Amerlcan boy growing his own, ' 
just didn't live up to the rest of 
the programme. 

RE-ENTRY, another experiment uti¬ 
lizing video-generated colour, opened 
the Second evening. Jordon Belson, 
with a Ford Foundation grant, breaks 
down spatial and linear barriers to 
introduce a new dimension. His highly 
acclaimed work, was seen again in 
MOMENTUM, Both films produce a crea¬ 
tion similar to the psychedelic se¬ 
quence as the spacecraft approaches 
Jupiter In Kubrick's 2001, A severe 
handicap In Belson‘s productions and 
many other experiments is the physi¬ 
cal limitations of screen size and 
the 1 fcirm film fornat. The effect 
would would be improved greatly if 
the screen size match the scope of 
the film-makers vision, let's say the 
size of the Expo extravaganzas. 

The film which got the worst re¬ 
ception of the weekend was Dewitt's 
LEAP* The film (or rather, video 
tape, converted to IBnm) is one of 
the first to use modulation and re¬ 
generation by video feedback, and 
should receive credit at least for 
that* Just as one can make an audio 
tape "squeal" by directing the micro¬ 
phone of the tape recorder toward a 
speaker monitoring the sound, a video¬ 
tape will visually “squeal" if the 
camera at a TV monitoring the camera's 
image. The result is often fascina¬ 
ting as intricate patterns of light 
bounce around the screen. By changing 
camera angle, focal length, and focu¬ 
sing ring, an infinatc number of f- 
nages is possible. In LEAP, a person 
leaps and cavorts through video space, 
leaving image echos and ribbons of 
colour In his/her wake. 

Some burners of the evening Inclu¬ 
ded UNKNOWN REASON, a shoddy exercise 
in Super-8; SEE SAW SEEMS by Vandor- 
beak; and a macabre cartoon Oh murder 
called AU FQU, Two fi 1ms .**VAUCHERIN 
and BIRTHDAY are interesting in con¬ 
cept and content, but conventional 
in form. 

The computer film, POEM FIELD N0.1, 
by Varsderbeek was featured on the 
^corcludinq evening- Interesting but 


far inferior to our home-grown NEE 
efforts in this field. *,Around Per - 
ceotion and McLaren's Mosaic* 

A ROUGH 5KETCH FOR STWOSEC FILM 
DEALING WITH THE POWERS OF TEN AND 
THE RELATIVE SIZE OF THINGS IN THE 
UNIVERSE by Charles Eanes of Calif¬ 
ornia is a direct steal from the NFB 
animated short Cosmic Zoom. Both 
films have identical concepts and form, 
differing only in the coimentary and 
time-lapse clock which accompany 
A ROUGH SKETCH.,.The animation camera 
zooms out from a it^di urn-shot of a per¬ 
son to the farthest conceivable point 
in the universe, then back to the 
subject and into his skin, through 
the cells to the atom. Possibly the 
Film Board took the idea* or Is It 
just a coincidence??? 

The only Canadian entry among the 
2A was Bernard Lortgpr£'s lyrical 
phantasy, CARROUSEL. Merry-go-round 
horses escape to the fields and assume 
flesh and blood proportions in a 
world gf bold surrealistic hues of 
lime, orange, gold, and purple. The 
effect, similar to a solarized colour 
photo, was achieved in the printing 
lab. 

The whole series was compiled by 
Universal Studios' department of vi¬ 
sual arts which may explain the lack 
of more NFS productions. The Board, 
with f■11 ms 1 ike Pas de Deux , Walking , 
fiftpde r , The H alf-Masted Schooner , and 
"theHjscar nominee Evolution , is still 
the world's best producer of shorts, 

Until we take the European view 
that the short has an important role 
in 'film-making, we'll continue to get 
the Crap that's dished out at your 
local neighbourhood movie house. An 
NFB distributor remarked a few weeks 
ago, that theatre" managers don't give 
a shit what comes with the feature. 
Neither does the film-goer, apparent¬ 
ly, Yet, we pay for the rent, upkeep, 
and packaging of Hanna-Barbara and 
American travelogue shorts, "why 
can't we force the movie chains to 
programs Canadian shorts, thereby 
giving our whole film Industry, 
particularly the independants, a 
viable market?" The NFB man replied 
that such legislation smells of 
Infringement of free enterprise, 
freedom of art, blah, blah, blah...

Thread the 
clothesline through the holes (see 
diagram), securing each of the lines 
at the bottom by tying them to the 
middle of a pencil, (the pencils dis¬ 
tribute the weight, preventing the 
line from ripping the box.) 

Drill or ha<mer two small holes in 
your ceiling, smaller in site than 
the plastic plugs.

THE YOUTH EDM UNIT AT T«L JEWISH 
GENERAL HOSPITAL IS A BA.N0-AID (sin¬ 
cere He matte and tumble apologies to 
the Cured Company or whoever melees 
those silly things one puts over the 
boo-boo when one misses a vein.) The 
EDM - Emergency Diagnosis and Manage¬ 
ment or Emergency Drug and Medical - 
is a place where fi paid staff and 
about 20 volunteer "Crazies" rvor-k to 
keep a 2^-huur crisis service open 
with -nodical and psychiatric back-up 
support at all times, when necessary, 

The EDM started in February, 1971 „ 
specifically as a Deck-up service to 
the Vnuth Clinics and street Services 
of Montreal (see the list at the end 
for the current ones.) At that tire, 
the service was used mainly for things 
like acid freak-cuts, corgi Icated med¬ 
ical or "psycho-social " problems, or 
lust people who had to be watched for 
awhile to see exactly 'where their 
heads were atr The street and Clinic 
workers tnjuoht or sent the people to 
EDM: 

ton EDM works almost completely 
on a direct service basis, that is: 
anyone walks in for any roasn 1 ' that 
they feel is urgent and that they feel 
wt cay be able to help them with, he 
try snd let whoever it is define their 
own pruBleml|s) and their own sol Utionfs !• 
tn the best of their ability. We are 
there- to a-revoke critical thought, if 
that's where thlnas are at with that 
person- whatever*; necessary for ab- 
cessed arrs, emotional hassles, family 
difficulties- 

Since the Unit is sat up to deal 
with emergency situations, we do not 
do any "follow-up'*: we do not see 
people three or four tines. We try 
and arrange some sort of on-going con¬ 
tact, at a Youth Clinic or whenever, 
a citizens" comrittee, etc,, which the 
person tan relate to. 

A few questions: Why In a hospi¬ 
tal 7 $o that medical, psychiatric, 
and laboratory facilities are nearby 
and accessible a^d less of a hassle. 

Does the hospital -enme down heavy on 
iK? No* we’re fairly Sutono^US, OH 
our own. Where does the money come 
fror? aioht now. there ain't much. 
We're expecting the Federal Gov't - 
Health and Welfare - to renew nur 
grant any day now. 

So why is EDM a Band-Aid? Because 
so many of the problems that people 
complain jbgtit, worry about, hassle 
over* are similar to a lot of other 
people 1 s problems, which leads one to 
believe that there must be seme reasons 
outside of our own heeds. What the 
EDM and nther youth services are doino, 


by necessity because of the flunfcers , 

is patching up the battle scars of 
people wounded by a devastating, >n- 
ftuuti, consumption-oriented, paper¬ 
ture ac racy society; people hurt by 
their own and others' ignorance and 
unfeeling ness. School system and 
empIgyr^'-t offices and social welfare 
payrolls that are cade for you to fit 
into, and not In tens of aiding to 
develop each person’s natural inclina¬ 
tions, talents and interests. No won¬ 
der one is boned, indifferent, depres¬ 
sed, paranoid: one has so little con¬ 
trol of one's life in the large society. 

Why shouldn't one fuck off, not 
care, he indifferent? The only reason 
i can see is that we might just be 
happier if we can change the rules of 
the game- We enght just be happier If, 
we didn't feel so inpptent, Ite might 
just feel happier ff we rffdn 1 E feel 
sc. alone, 

[t doesn't really natter what 
tools, what groups, what naans one 
uses, I don't believe that there is 
only one way by Which the society will 
be changed, we have to use all the 
means at our disposal, and we have to 
use what is still good from the past 
wbfle rejecting the bad. 

If It's drugs one chooses ip use, 
gne should yse them intgl1fgently at 
least, with knowledge pf what one is 
really using. If it's ‘downers' 1 one 
is Into for instance, that's cool If 
that's your bay, but One Should km* 
that one can get pretty strung out on 
the - nod then coming off Is dangerous 
(«edi cal 1y), Barbiturates - tginel, 
soconal, etc. - are the worst, but 
equally as bad are things like landrax, 
placidyl, etc. The chalk deposits in 
one’s heart and lungs- from shooting • 
methadone Isn't cooI at all for your 
body. Doctors ame often the ones who 
give this stuff out, sure, but quite 
often their actions, to rrcy mind, are 
morally criminal, Common sense Is 
Often better than S years of schooling, 

Sometimes (often?) drug use is 
self-medlcation-. It's maybe the only 
way in, which e person can function. 

I'v* usually fpund there is ft 1 gt pf 
other &h1t going On underneath that., 
that the person Has not dealt with. 

That’s why EDM and any so-called 
"helping agency" is only a Band-aid 
on a big sore that people have to learn 
to deal with themselves. I feel we 
Have to arrive at the point where our 
actions are oriented toward self-survi¬ 
val and cdiimunity-development; getting 
by oneself without stepping on other 
people's heads. 

In the mean time EDM and the other 
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services listed below ire there to he 
taken advantage of. We won I sMt 
you a string B? dogma: we'll just rap 
about what's happening when things get 
really heavy. But you basically have 
to do whatever you are going to do 
yourself.
